Irish Government. 


The Prime Minister has convinced him- 
self, and has sought to convince the House 
of Commons, of the “ break-down of the 
existing machinery of Irish government.” 
His statement, in its context, possessed 
the greatest importance, for it was one of 
his arguments in favour of an immediate 
reconstitution of the whole "management 
of Irish affairs. Mr. Asquith’s assertion 
was based on the events which are now 
being examined before the Royal Commis- 
sion of Inquiry, and it pre-judges the 
result of that inquiry. We take it that the 
chief point which the Commission must 


the Irish Executive. Major Price has told 
us how a letter which gave clear warning 
of the imSurrection was ignored by the 
Under-Secretary, described as “ rubbish” 
by the Chief Secretary, and “ initialled ” 
by the Lord Lieutenant. Sir Neville Cham- 
berlain has stated that, while the zeal of 
the men of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
remained unimpaired, Mr. Birrell’s policy 
of non-intervention tended to discourage 
them. The evidence of Sir Maurice 
Dockrell and Mr. R. W. Booth acquits 
the “ machinery.” of any blame for the 


growth of the Citizen Army. That growth: 


was due chiefly to Lord Aberdeen’s and 
Sir James Dougherty’s policy of “ keep- 
ing the ring ” during the labour troubles 
of three years ago. 3 

Mr. Asquith’s statement that the machi- 
nery of Irish government has broken down 
implies the assumption that it broke down 
because it was out of touch with the poli- 
tical wishes and opinions of the majority 
of the Irish people. All the evidence 
which the Commission has taken shows 
that this assumption is baseless. As a 
matter of fact, the machinery of Irish 
government was never more closely in 
touch with Nationalist opinion than dur- 
ing, the last ten years. Let us consider 
the results of Mr. Redmond’s and Mr. 
Dillon s influence and authority at Dublin 
Castle. In the first place, they induced 
Viscount Bryce, when Chief Secretary, to 
procure the dropping of the Arms Act. 
This was the beginning of the serious 
trouble in Ireland. The evidence of the 
police and military witnesses must con- 
vince any fair-minded man that, if the 
Arms Act had not been dropped, there 
would have been no insurrection in 
Dublin. . In the next place, Mr. Red- 
mond and Mr. Dillon were the chief ad- 
visers of Dublin Castle during the critical 
months which preceded the insurrection. 
Their advice was sought even when the 
very existence of: Mr. James Campbell, the 
Attorney-General, was officially ignored. 
The police and military authorities urged 
that the leaders of the Sinn Fein move- 
ment should be seized before matters came 
to a head. Mr. Redmond, who thought 
the movement negligible, and Mr. Dillon, 
who thought it highly dangerous, advised 
that nothing should be done. In October 
of last year Major-General Friend, then 
the chief military authority in Ireland, 
recommended a raid on Liberty Hall for 
the purpose of seizing arms. “It was 
agreed,” says Sir Matthew Nathan’s note 
which was put in evidence yesterday, 
“that, before any action was taken, we 
should consult with the Nationalist 
leaders.” The Nationalist leaders were 
consulted; no action was taken ; Liberty 
Hall was spared to play an important part 
in the events of Easter week. During 
those months the machinery of Irish 
government was largely controlled by the 
Nationalist leaders. If it broke down, 
they cannot evade their share of the re- 
sponsibility. 

The truth is that, while the existing 
machinery of Irish government may be 
open to criticism, ant is probably capable 
of simplification and improvement in 
many ways, the charge that it has 
broken down cannot be sustained. If a 
motor car were entrusted to a careless and 
ignorant chauffeur, and if he should bring 
it to a standstill for some such simple 
cause as want of petrol, no man in his 
senses would say that the car ought to be 
scrapped. He would blame the folly of 
the owner who had employed an incom- 
petent chauffeur. Our argumént may not 
be palatable to some politicians, and we 
may be accused of a desire to break the 
political truce. We have no such inten- 
tion. We write in the interest of harmony 
and settlement, for we are convinced that 
no.useful or sound conclusion can be 
drawn from false premisses. Mr. Asquith 
bases his overtures to the Irish nation on 
the two.‘ dominant impressions ” which he 
received in Ireland. One is that there is 
a general desire for settlement ; the other 
that the existing machinery of Irish 
government has broken down. The former 
of these impressions is, we believe, 
accurate. The other is the result of want 
of knowledge, and it is, and will be, dis- 
puted by a large section of the Irish 
people whose co-operation will be essen- 
tial to the success of Mr. Asquith’s pro- 
posals. We suggest, therefore, that, 
apart from any question of honesty or 
fairness, it is bad policy to insist upon an 
untenable formula merely because it seems 
to cover a multitude of sins. No man can 
hope to build.a Pax Hibernica on the 
foundation of a great fallacy. We repeat 
that we shall rejoice in any settlement 
which promises to unite Irishmen of all 
parties in the service of Ireland. It is 
because the prospects of such a settlement 
aro injured by Mr. Asquith’s erroneous im- 
pression that. we invite him to correct it by 
a study of facts. The existing machinery 
of Irish government has not broken down, 
but during the.last few years the Cabinet 
and its responsible agents in Ireland have 
not given that machinery a chance to 
justify itself. Clear thinking on this 
point is of immediate importance, for Mr. 
Asquith’s opinion of existing machinery 
is likely to affect that provisional gowern- 
ment of which he spoke on Thursday. The 
need for a strong civil administration in 
Ireland is urgent. The machinery exists, 
and it is the Government’s duty. to find 


the right men with the least possible 


delay.

The ‘central dépét 
would be the agency not only for the 
hiring of instruments, but also for 
transport and for purchase and sale, all 
on a strictly economid basis, The director 
and those working with him on the central 
farm would be experts to whom the small 
holders could always go for advice and 
assistance. They would begin with a 
small portion of, land, and work up to a 
larger amount, to be taken as required 
It is hoped in time to 


of credit, intended to give the small 
holders the advantages of credit which are 
only afforded in Great Britain by the ordi- 
nary joint stock or local banks, but, as 
Lord Selborne said, in almost every Con- 
tinental country—he might have added in 
Ireland—are afforded by specially devised 
credit banks or credit societies. We shall 
watch with interest the progress of this 
experiment. Perhaps, in the subsequent 
debates on the Bill, some peer will inquire 
with what legic the Government, while 
inviting legislative sanction for agricul- 
tural co-operation in Great Britain, per- 
mits a public department to thwart its full 
development in Ireland. - 


Compulsory Sport. 


When we seek to explain what that 
Prussianism is to which free Britons have 
so strong an antipathy it is, perhaps, 
easier to illustrate than to define. For 
the purpose of illustration nothing could 
be more apt than the account which comes 
from Germany of a project for making 
participation in sport compulsory for Ger- 
man youths. The project is not that of a 
few cranks; it is put forward by the Im- 
perial Olympia Games Committee, which 
consists of representatives of the German 
sport associations, and it has been dis- 
cussed by these associations. They set 
themselves to consider how to develop 
thoroughly and comprehensively the youth 
of Germany after the war, and their final 
opinion is that the task must be taken in 
hand by law. A, bill to give effect to 
their ideas is being prepared. First, the 
working hours of the youth of the country 
are to be re-arranged so as to leave more 
time for games and exercise. Every Ger- 
man who is liable for the Landsturm sér- 
vice is to be compelled to take regular 
physical exercise up to his time for ser- 


vice in the Army or Navy. A schedule 
contains a list of the minimum exercise 
to be taken in a week. This includes 
field exercise and route marching, football, 
hockey—any of these for an hour and a 
half—three hours’ gymnastics, three 
hours’ athletics, with long distance -run- 
ning in summer or skating in winter, 
marching with packs, three hours’ swim- 
ming, rowing, cycling, and one hour’s 
wrestling or boxing. Doubtless. an ordi- 
nance of this kind will increase the 
physical and military efficiency of the 
male population. Doubtless, also, many 
thousands of the inhabitants of the large 
industrial towns in the British Isles would 
be the better for a greater amount of 
physical exercise than they have had in 
the past. One cannot but feel, neverthe- 
less, that the material improvement would 
be. gained at too great a price in moral 


damage and the ruin of the fine British 
tradition in sport, if we were to adopt the 
German proposal. It is not without 
significance that the English word “sport ” 
has been taken into many other languages. 
May we never see the day when the 
British sporting tradition, which has not 
been without its part in the story of Em- 
pe. shall disappear in the gloom of

The Minister of Munitions is continuing 
his informal conversations with prominent 
Irish politicians, and a well-known 
Nationalist visited him this morning in 
Downing street.

One of the Nationalist leaders to-day ex- 
pressed himself to a Lobby correspondent 
to the effect that there will be no need 
for Mr. Lloyd Nese to transfer his 
mission to Ireland. question will be 
settled in a week, was his opinion. Other 
Nationalists were not so optimistic. 

The Minister of Munitions, however, is 
going to Ireland, probably in the near 
future. His work at the Ministry can now 
go on without him for days at a time, 
and he is free to devote himself to his 
new task. The Globe says to-day that it 
is his intention during his visit to inter- 
view leading men of all shades of political 
opinion, and, if things result satisfac- 
torily, a round-table conference will sub- 
sequently take place, at which all parties 
concerned will be invited to attend, 

The Nation, commenting to-day upon 
Mr. Lloyd George’s task, says :—* Mr. 
Lloyd George has great skill in slipping 
hard-looking knots, and he may be de- 
scribed as almost a middleman between 
Unionism and Home Rule. Probably if 
there is to be a cut between Northern and 
Southern Ireland, he is the best man to 
manage it, and it had better be a cut wide 
enough to give Nationalist Ulster a 
chance. But the appointment raises some 
obvious political questions. It almost puts 
the Premiership in commission. If Mr. 
George's mission succeeds, will Mr. 
Asquith remain head of the Government? 
Meanwhile the whole trouble is Irish irre- 
sponsibility. It is in the creation of a 
responsible Ireland, and in” that alone, 
that Mr. George’s one hope of success 

ies. ' 

Peace twitterings are to be heard in 
several quarters just now, but it seems 
certain that President Wilson is not one 
of the twitterers, since he has expressed 
the view that. he is not called upon to 
uavgeyene until both sides ask for his 
assistance. In these circumstarices it will 
be interesting to watch Prince von Bilow’s 
mission to Washington. It is well to re- 
call that the Kaiser a few months ago, 
writing to a member of the Bavarian 
Court, described the peace that Germany 
is seeking as a “period for preparation.” 
What the preparation is for was not 
stated, but most people realise that it 
would be for another war in which Ger- 
many might hope to come out triumphant. 
Probably the Kaiser is hoping to get the 
United States, with the aid of Prince von 
Bilow, to help him to create conditions 
favourable to such a peace that Germany 
may retire from the present war uncrushed, 
and ready to commence her preparations 
for another. 

Discussing the subject to-day with a man 
well versed in public matters, I was told 
that there could be no doubt that. the 
Kaiser would try his very utmost. to save 
Germany from being crushed in order to 
begin again at a later day. Every effort 
will be made in the world of diplomacy 
to bring this about, and the Allies pro- 
bably realise this fully. If the war ends 
without Germany’s wily caste being over- 
thrown, this country will feel it heavily. 
It will mean that a large army will have 
to be constantly maintained. Naval sifip- 
building will go on feyerishly, airships 
and aeroplanes will be built by the hun- 
dred and thousand, and money will have 
to be spent in ever increasing suims. The 
effects would be felt by all t Allies, for 
all would have to march ‘with Germany’s 
preparations. -An_ inconclusive peace 
would be almost as expensive as the war. 

I shall be rather surprised if the report 
that Lord Haldane is about to proceed to 
America on a special mission turns out to 
be correct. The ex-Lord Chancellor has 
aged rather rapidly since he left the Wool.
